I am suggesting that the Archives ran this through their legal 
department end got an okey there. It is not beyond possibility that tue copies 
not made on a xerox were made taere to be seat me and that there msy have been 
en additional page or ao that was not sent. Tae letter is no more taan e pos- 
eible suspicion. 


However, I can recoil no other one in the thousands of cases when 
I got e copy of anything made on such a machine and on paper of this size. 

I enclose a copy of a letter to Teddy’s assistant which, at the 
least will eliminate any crlticiam of us by his people if and when he is es 
seriously embarrassed as the suite can embarrass him. .nd there is the remote 
possibility he will take a look, meanwhile, * have made his position just a 
bit more intolerable by giving him en acceptable means of caecking up on me. 
And if tney behave as men, in e manly way, I do believe x neve a formu s 
tnat will save what remains of Teddy’s reputation.
